The report from the weather* bureau 
of the United States Agricultural de­ 
partment, for the week ending June 
for the northern section of Illinois, 
gives the following summary of the re­ 


turns: 
Temperature averaged from 7 to 'J 
degrees daily below normal and rain 
fall less than a quarter normal, being 
heaviest in western counties. The frost 
of the first of last week did some dam 
age to corn, potatoes and tender veget­ 
ables but mostly on low ground. 
Corn 
is growing very slowly and much re­ 
planting has been done: little cultiva­ 
tion has yot been attempted and fields 
are weedy. Oats, rye and spring wheat 
are generally »doing well, although 
chinch bugs have appeared in some 
wheat: 
pastures and meadows need 
rain: 
clover is heading: potatoes and 
gardens are 
backward, 
fruit 
very 
promising: strawberries are being mar­ 
keted along the south tier.
